I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  thePublio 
Health  for  1958. 


Vital  Statistics 


The  various  statistical  tables  in  this  report  give  the  numbers  and  age 
distribution  of  Births,  Deaths  and  Infectious  Diseases  occurring  in  the  Borough 
during  1958.  The  main  causes  of  death  in  the  tomi  were  the  same  as  those  through- 
out tlie  remainder  of  the  country,  namely,  heart  disease,  vascular  lesions  of  the 
central  nervous  system,  and  cancer. 

Thn  total  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  v/as  2,  due  in  both 
cases  to  prematurity.  This  is  the  lowest  Infant  Mortality  Rate  over  recorded  in 
the  Borough,  giving  a rate  of  8,2).  as  compared  with  22.5  for  England  and  Y2ales. 

It  would  appear  that  until  further  loiov/ledge  about  the  cause  of  prematurity  and 
congenital  naif orniat ions  is  obtained,  no  substantial  progress  will  be  made  in 
furtlier  reducing  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  as  these  are  noviT  the  two  primary 
causes,  both  locally  and  nationally,  for  infant  deaths. 

As  I have  previously  stated,  it  is  not  possible  from  the  statistics 
available  to  obtain  an  accurate  estinate  of  the  extent  and  type  of  general 
sickness  occurring  locally  in  the  town.  The  v/eekly  figures  supplied  by  the 
iTatiaial  Insurance  Offices  provide  a figure  as  to  the  number  of  people  off  work 
due  to  illness  in  any  one  week,  and  any  sudden  rise  in  this  figure  is  presumably 
caused  by  outbreaks  of  such  conditions  as  influenza  in  the  winter  months.  It 
would  be  both  useful  and  interesting  to  knov/  the  incidence  of  the  different 
types  of  illness,  including  minor  mental  conditions,  occurring  in  any  one  year. 

Infectious  Disease 


The  Borough  remained  relatively  free  from  outbreaks  of  any  serious  form 
of  Infectious  Disease  during  1958.  In  the  last  quarter,  measles  became  prevalent 
in  the  Schools,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  6l  cases,  mainly  among 
children  between  3”9  years  of  age,  had  been  notified.  This  condition  is  not  a 
serious  hnalth  problem,  but  has  a certain  nuisance  value,  especially  in  schools 
wher^  the  attendance  tends  to  drop  significantly  during  an  epidemic. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Borough,  but  5 new  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  came  to  light,  making  a total  of  122  recorded  tuberculous  patients 
in  the  town.  Kow’ever,  this  is  probably  not  a true  figure  as  records  quickly 
become  cut  of  date  due  to  the  recovery  and  movement  of  patients. 

Seven  cases  of  puesrperal  pyrexia  f olloa’Mng  child  birth  were  reported. 

All  of  these  were  notified  from  the  Ifetemity  Block  of  the  West^rood  Hospital. 
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Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


The  campaign  to  vaccinate  against  Poliomyelitis  v/as  extended  to  include 
all  persons  up  to  26  years  of  age,  and  "Open  Sessions"  vere  held  in  the  Beverley 
Clinic  during  November  and  December  for  all  those  in  this  age  group  who  wished 
to  be  vaccinated.  The  response  in  the  first  few  vreeks  was  very  satisfactory 
but  tended  to  diminish  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year.  A total  of  J)Gk-  young 
persons  were  vaccinated  at  these  sessions.  These  arrangements  are,  of  course, 
made  bj'-  the  East  Riding  County  Council. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus  continues 
to  be  offered  to  all  children  attending  the  Infant  Vfelfare  Clinics,  and  B.C.G, 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  the  15  - lA  year  old  group  of 
school  children.  This  latter  form  of  immunisation  nov/  appears  to  be  more 
readily  accepted  by  parents,  and  the  response  from  the  schools  in  the  town 
was  very  satisfactory.

Further  progress  has  been  made  tov/ards  the  regionalisation  of  v/ater  supplies 
throughout  the  area,  but  no  final  arrangements  have  yet  been  made.  The  report  of 
Hr,  Veale,  the  Llinistry's  Inspector,  regarding  grouping  of  water  supplies  was 
published  during  the  year,  Beverley  continued  to  obtain  its  water  from  . 
ilLngston-upon-Hull  Authority,  and  distribution  is  controlled  by  the  Council. 

Thirty-one  sauries  of  water  were  tested  bacteriologically,  and  one 
chemically.  All  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

A Ilinisterial  Enquiry  was  held  in  November  into  the  proposed  nev/  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  town,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  result  of  this  Enquiry  was 
still  awaited. 


I/Iilk  and  Food 

Regular  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  the  various 
food  premises  ii.  the  town,  and  where  necessary,  pressure  was  brought  to  bear 
on  shiCp-keepers  to  ensure  that  they  were  maintaining  a satisfactory  standard 
of  hygiene  on  their  premises,  and  complying  with  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  most  shop-keepers  are  co-operative  in  this 
respect  and  appreciate  the  value  to  trade  in  general  of  clean  and  hygienic 
premises.  There  are,  of  course,  a few  delinquents  who  prefer  to  cariy  on  in 
their  own  sweet  way  v/ith  the  minirmjra  of  attention  to  iygienic  details  and  a 
complete  disregard  of  the  possible  consequences  to  their  customers.  Fortunately, 
“hese  people  are  few  and  w/here  necessary  stronger  pressure  is  gradually  changing 
their  outlook. 

Of  11  sar:5)les  of  ice-cream  taken,  1 was  unsatisfactory,  and  1 of  25 
samples  of  iced  lollies  was  unsatisfactory. 

Eleven  samples  of  milic  were  taken  and  1 showed  the  presence  of  Brucella 
Abort’us, 


During  tine  year  193  inspections  of  registered  food  premises  were  carried  out. 
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Social  Anenties 


Since  tlie  introduction  of  chlorination  and  filtration  into  the  Public  Baths 
tlnree  years  ago,  there  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  both  the  clarity 
and  cleanliness  of  the  bath  ■water.  This  has  made  swimming  not  only  more 
attractive,  but  much  safer  in  all  respects  for  those  using  the  Baths.  Unfortunately, 
hovrever,  the  accommodation  available  for  dressing  and  undressing  is  very  limited, 
and  is  really  inadequate  for  the  nimabers  making  use  of  the  Baths. 

During  the  year  14,789  attendances  were  made  at  the  Baths,  and  on  certain 
evenings  as  many  as  50  persons  are  in  the  ^vater  at  one  time.  This  not  only 
makes  it  more  difficult  to  control  chlorination,  but  it  becomes  practically 
iir^ossible  for  any  serious  attempt  at  swimming  to  be  made.  The  follovring  tables 
show  the  attendances  at  the  Baths  during  the  past  tv/o  years.

The  remaining  provisions  of  the  Glean  Air  Act  relating  chiefly  to  the 
eriission  of  dark  smoke  from  factory  cliimneys  came  into  operation  during  the 
year  and  a large  proportion  of  the  inspections  recorded  in  Table  I v/ere  in 
connection  with  these  provisions. 

PREVENTION  OF  DMilAGE  BY  PESTS  ACTS,  19h9. 

Routine  work  under  this  Act  was  carried  out  systematically  during  the 
year  by  trn  Rodent  Operator.  Treatments  were  given  to  l6  business  premises, 

6 Local  Authority  premises  and  12f6  dwelling-houses  in  the  tovn,  and  at  all  these 
preriises  an  estiiaated  number  of  1,22*0  rats  were  killed. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  the  various  premises  for  cariying  out  these 
treatiJients  was  934^  but  in  addition  to  this,  further  time  was  spent  in  survey 
v/ork  in  the  town  generally. 

PETROIELM  ACTS  AND  ORDERS 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  39  premises  were  licensed  to  store  petroleum 
spirit  and  1 to  store  carbide  of  calcium. 
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
